I'm surprised Congress is surprised about the Reagan 
administration's violation of international lav in Central 
Aierica. The aining of Nicaraguan harbors isn't tbe first 
violation, nor the first undeclared act of war against our 
neighbors to the sooth since 1960. 

I've already ranted gaite a bit about Grenada Then 
there are the non-stop, back-to-back joint ailitary eiercises 
by US forces in Honduras which have gone on for about a year 
now. These eiercises are providing aeriai reconnaisance for 
both the Ecuadorian lilitary dictators as well as the Contras 
fighting against Kicaragua. NSC newsfila 5 bowed Honduran 
lilitary spotting and correcting "Contra" aortar fire onto 
targets across the border in Kicaragua froa safe, 
US-protected bases in Honduras. The evening news on PBS 
reports that the US "ailitary eiercises" in Honduras has 
bnilt ports and airfields which are being used to ferry 
supplies to the Contras, and have even flown supplies to 
Contra base caaps inside Nicaragua. 

Honduras claias their concern is the revolutionary 
regiae in Nicaragua and the spread of coaaunisa. But a 
little reading of Central Aaerican history shows a long 
history of border clashes and disputes between Honduras and 
Nicaragua. There probably is aore than just a little 
hypocrisy involved on the part of both Honduras and the If S . 

I very sac h approve of tbe offer by France to sweep tbe 
US nines froa Nicaragoan waters. Those aines seea to have 
daaaged 7 or 8 ships (by news count), including those of our 
allies.

A few people would 
seek freedoi through the abolition of goverment. Host 
people, however, agree that goverment lust be strong enough 
to protect the citiiens froi one another, yet not so strong 
as to threaten the citiiens' liberty. Striking tbis balance 
bas always been the lost difficult problei facing a deiocracy. 

There are no concentration caips in tbe United States. 
On the other hand, there are lany cities where lost people 
live is daily fear of criiinal violence. These staple facts 
suggest that true freedoi uy, at the loient, require MORE 
governmental power, not less. 

Orwell chose tbe date 1984 arbitrarily -- by reversing 
the digits of the year that he wrote, 1948. Yet people have 
lisconstrsed his warnings into a lindless slogan: "It's 1984 
— fear The Goverment." Today's probleis will not be solved 
by this kind of lonoiania. To disregard Orwell's warnings is 
folly. It is equal folly to accept thea so literally that we 
are blinded to opposing considerations. The price of liberty 
reuins what it has always been — eternal vigilance and 
eternal balancing.
